Mr,  Chairman,  Ladies  ana  Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  present  the  Annual  Report  on  the  health  and 
sanitary  circumstances  of  the  St.  Austell  Urban  District  for  the  year 
1966. 


The  vital  statistics  for  the  Urban  District  compare  quite  favourably 
with  the  rest  of  the  country-,  One  feature  which  does  not  give  cause  for 
satisfaction  is  the  small  natural  increase,  the  difference  between  births 
and  deaths  being  a  gain  of  only  two.  In  spite  of  this  apparently  large 
number  of  deaths,  the  death  rate  is  lower  than  for  the  country  as  a  whole, 
and  the  figure  is  adversely  affected  by  the  large  number  of  old  people  in 
the  community.  5&/o  of  the  deaths  occurred  in  the  age  group  75  years  and 
older. 

Mr,  Sturtridge  has  given  details  of  the  many  checks  on  foodstuffs  and 
food  premises.  However,  I  feel  that  I  must  mention  the  reason  for  paying 
particular  attention  to  cream  samples.  The-  sale  of  cream  is  now  big 
business  and  extends  to  many  places  outside  Cornwall.  Cream  is  also 
consumed  by  many  thousands  of  visitors  and  it  is  associated  with  Cornwall, 
indeed  the  image  of  the  County  to  same  extent  depends  on  the  safety 
of  cream.  Considerable  quantities  of  untreated  milk  are  sold  throughout 
the  County  and  several  cases  of  Brucellosis  are  found  each  year.,  the 
organism  of  this  disease  being  carried  in  the  milk.  It  is  essential  that 
cream  should  be  checked  regarding  its  safety  as  it  is  a  good  medium  for 
germ  culture.  It  is  pleasing  to  note  that  Brucella  was  not  isolated 
from  any  of  the  samples  taken. 

As  is  usual  Mr.  Sturtridge  has  compiled  the  statistics  of  the  work 
carried  out  by  the  Public  Health  Inspectors. 

I  wish  to  thank  my  colleagues  in  other  departments  for  their 
co-operation  and  most  especially  the  members  of  the  Public  Health 
Department  for  their  unfailing  support. 

I  should  also  like  to  thank  the  Public  Health  Committee  for  their 
courtesy  and  interest  at  all  tim.es,

NATURAL  AND  SOCIAL  CONDITIONS 

AREA  -  (in  acres)  18,379 

The  St.  Austell  Urban  District  comprises  the  town  of  St.  Austell  which  is 
surrounded  by  a  belt  of  open  country  in  which,  near  the  boundries,  are  situated 
smaller  communities  viz :  Bugle,  Penwithick,  St„  Blazey  and  Tywardreath  circling 
from  inland  towards  the  sea,  while  along  the  coast  from  Par  to  Mevagissey  there 
are  the  villages  of  Crinnis,  Charlestown,  Porthpean  and  Pentewan. 

The  ports  of  Par  and  Charlestown  are  kept  busy  shipping  the  products  of 
the  main  industry  of  the  area  viz:  china  clay,  while  Mevagissey  deals  with  the 
fishing  trade.  The  whole  area  is  popular  as  a  seaside  resort  and  the  coast¬ 
line,  with  it’s  many  coves  and  bays  provides  the  visitors  with  an  ever  changing 
series  of  picture  postcard  views.  The  summer  population  is  consequently  ^  . 
greatly  increased,  and  the  tourist  trade  is  a  valuable  source  of  income,,  The 
climate  is  mild  and  proves  a  source  of  attraction  for  retired  people.

SERVICES 

The  services  provided  by  the  Local  Health  Authority  vizc  the  Cornwall 
County  Council  are  usually  referred  to  as  personal  services,  while  the  services 
provided  by  the  St,  Austell  Urban  District  Council  are  called  environmental 
services.  The  two  together  add  up  to  a  fairly  extensive  cover,  which  although 
by  no  means  complete,  do  give  a  fair*  measure  of  protection  and  aid  at  vital 
periods  of  life.  In  the  latter  part  of  the  report  the  Chief  Public  Health 
Inspector  gives  details  of  the  work  of  the  Inspectors  in  their  attempts  to  keep 
the  environment  free  from  disease. 

The  County  Council  services  include  home  nursing,  domiciliary  midwifery, 
health  visiting,  vaccination  and  immunisation,  maternity  and  child  welfare, 
ante  and  post  natal  care,  prevention  of  illness,  care  and  after  care  and  home 
helps.  Variation  in  the  emphasis  which  must  be  placed  on  services  is  constantly 
occurring  e0go  due  to  the  recent  swing  for  confinements  to  take  place  in  hospital 
rather  than  in  the  home  has  meant  that  the  need  for  the  midwife  has  diminished, 
and  been  replaced  by  the  need  for  the  all  purpose  nurse,  one  vtho  can  do  home 
nursing,  midwifery,  health  visiting,  and  school  work.  Greater  emphasis  is 
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being  placed  on  Health  Education  and  Health  Visitors  are  increasingly  extending 
the  scope  of  instruction  to  school  children0 

The  test  for  tie  early  recognition  of  cervical  cancer  by  cytological 
examination  or  the  linear  Test  canes  under  the  part  of  the  National  Health 
Service  Act,  1946  giving  the  Local  Health  Authority  power  to  take  steps  to 
prevent  illness.  The  first  clinics  took  place  in  St„  Austell  early  in  1966. 

A  shortage  of  laboratory  technical  staff  caused  a  bottleneck  in  the  eariy  months 
but  once  the  laboratory  situation  improved  the  delay  was  rapidly  cut  down. 

Regular  clinics  are  held  at  the  HeaAth  Centre,  Moorland  Road;  these  clinics  are 
appointment  clinics  with  appointments  spaced  to  cut  down  the  time  spent  in  the 
waiting  rocm.  As  time  has  passed  breast  examination;  and  urinary  examinations 
are  also  carried  out  at  these  clinics.  In  many  cases  conditions  less  serious 
than  cervical  cancer  are  found,  conditions  which,  if  untreated,  could  lead  to 
much  misery  ana  ill  health.  When  these  arise  the  patients  are  referred  to  the 
family  doctors  and  the  doctors  notified  by  letter  of  the  findings  at  the  time  of 
the  examination. 

The  greatest  extension  of  County  Council  Services  recently  has  been  in  tile 
field  of  Welfare  and  Mental  Welfare,,  There  can  be  little  doubt  that  these 
services  will  continue  to  expand. 

Valuable  though  the  work  of  the  County  Council  staff  may  be,  a  great  debt 
is  owed  to  the  many  voluntary  workers  who  give  devoted  service  in  the  relief 
of  suffering  and  hardship.  All  organisations  cannot  be  named,  nor  all  the  tasks 
which  are  undertaken,  but  it  is  worth  mentioning  a  few  such  as  meals  on  wheels, 
chiropody  and  home  visiting  of  the  elderly,  also  the  provision  of  recreational 
facilities  for  the  mentally  handicapped  by  the  East  Cornwall  Society  for  the 
Mentally  Handicapped*

WATER 

The  water  supply  in  the  district  is  soft  and  the  high  silica  content 
provides  a  natural  check  on  plumbo -solvency.  Plastic  or  copper  tubing  are 

the  standard  materials  used  for  drinking  purposes,  lead  pipes  being  prohibited. 
Most  houses  in  the  district  have  a  piped  water  supply,  but  certain  outlying 
areas  are  still  without  this  modern  necessity*. 

Water  main  laying  schemes  were  completed  at  Daniels  Lane  Housing  Estate, 
Polmear  Road  Housing  Estate,  St.  Austell,  Trevarrick  Housing  Estate  and  at 
Tywardreath  Highway. 

Regular  sampling  was  carried  out  -  the  details  are  appended  in  the 
environmental  section. 


The  North  and  Mid  Cornwall  Water  Board,  with  offices  in  Y/adebridge 
telephone  Y/adebridge  2148/9  during  office  hoars,  for  emergency  calls  ask 
the  telephone  exchange  for  Freefone  914  outside  office  hours,  took  over  the 
supply  of  water  to  the  Urban  District.  The  St0  Austell  Urban  District  is 
represented  on  the  Boards 

SEWERAGE  AND  SEWAGE  DISPOSAL 


Sewer  extensions  at  Caudledown,  Stenalees,  and  at  the  top  end  of 
Bidcovey  were  completed*, 

The  laying  of  foul  and  surface  water  sewers  at  Daniels  Lane/ Bucklers 
Lane,  St.  Austell  was  completed*, 

Schemes  for  the  sewerage  of  Portmellon  area  and  for  the  construction 
of  a  Trunk  Sewer  to  serve  the  St0  Austell  area  will  be  put  out  to  tender 
early  19 67  and,  subject  to  Ministry  approval,  work  vd.ll  commence  in  the 
same  year. 

A  scheme  for  the  modernisation  of  the  existing  Sewage  Disposal  Works 
at  Menagwins,  StQ  Austell,  is  being  expedited*, 

PUBLIC  CLEANSING 

This  activity  is  under  the  supervision  of  the  Surveyor„  A  weekly 
refuse  collection  is  in  operation  throughout  the  Urban  area,  but  .in 
certain  very  congested  places  in  Mevagissey,  where  there  is  no  storage 
accommodation,  collections  are  made  three  times  a  weelc,  The  refuse  is 
disposed  of  at  tips  in  Mevagissey  and  -Par., 


PUBLIC  C0N/EN3ENCES_ 

The  Urban  District  is  moderately  well  served  with  conveniences  which 
are  supervised  by  the  Surveyor’s  staff, A  twice  daily  cleansing  service  is 
maintained  in  the  town  area  and  at  Par  and  Mevagissey  during  the  summer

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There  were  no  deaths  due  -to  tuberculosis  during  1966.  The  trend  for 
several  years  has  been  downward  and  continuous. 

Regular  visiting  of  cases  is  carried  out  and  examination  of  contacts  of 
new  cases  and  existing  cases  occurs  at  regular  intervals.  Prophylactic  measures 
have  been  taken  by  offering  i3.C. G.  vaccination  to  school  children  over  a  period 
of  years.  This  vaccination  provides  protection  against  the  disease  during  a 
period  of  life  when  the  subject  is  vulnerable.  Vs/hen  first  started  in  Cornwall 
the  selected  age  group  was  the  school  leaving  group  but  as  time  passed  the 
selection  has  gradually  moved  to  the  eleven  year  old  children.  In  1966 
following  preliminary  testing  of  690  children  in  the  selected  age  group,  533 
received  B.C. G.  vaccination  against  Tuberculosis.  Many  of  the  children  not 
receiving  B.C.G.  had  already  obtained  protection  by  previous  B.C. G.  vaccination 
as  contacts.

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REPORT  OP  THE  CHIEF  PUBLIC  HEALTH  INSPECTOR 


To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the 

St.  Austell  Urban  District  Council 


Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentleman* 

I  have  pleasure  in  presenting  the  Annual  Report  for  the  year  ended  31st 
December,  1966. 

Meat  inspection  and  housing  again  occupied  a  large  proportion  of  the 
Inspectors'  time  but  it  is  gratifying  to  report  that  the  number  of  visits 
paid  to  the  various  types  of  premises  in  the  district  was  5 >335  showing  an 
increase  on  the  previous  year. 

The  principal  items  of  the  report  are  set  out  in  classified  order  as 
followss- 

]_  MEAT  INSPECTION 

Meat  inspection  duties  have  once  again  proved  to  be  a  problem  as  it  was 
found  necessary  to  make  939  visits  to  the  four  slaughterhouses  in  the  district 
in  order  to  carry  out  100^  post-mortem  inspection  of  the  22,370  animals 
slaughtered  for  human  consumption. 

On  the  30th  September,  1966,  the  Meat  Inspection  (Amendment)  Regulations 
came  into  operation.  The  most  important  effect  jf  these  Regulations  was 
that  as  from  the  31st  October  1966  no  meat  could  be  removed  from  a 
slaughterhouse  for  human  consumption  until  it  had  been  inspected,  passed  as 
fit  and  stamped  by  the  Inspector.  The  Regulations  also  gave  local  authorities, 
for  the  first  time,  power  to  control  hours  of  slaughter  and  ais  a  result  of 
consultations  with  the  occupiers  of  the  slaughterhouses  in  the  district, 

Sunday  and  evening  slaughtering  was  discontinued  and  only  Saturday  morning 
slaughtering  is  now  permitted  outside  the  normal  working  hours.

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Tuberculosis 


The  absence  of  tuberculosis  in  cattle  reflects  the  efforts  which  have  been 
made  in  recent  years  to  eradicate  this  disease  from  our  herds.  However 3  of 

the  11,518  pigs  slaughtered  ,Qfo  were  affected  with  tuberculosis  resulting  in 
9  cfwto  32  lb  Sc  of  meat  and  offal  being  condemned. 

Cysticercus  Bovis 

Cystircercus  bovis,  the  cystic  stage  of  the  human  tapeworm,  was  found  in 
two  cows  and  sixty-three  other  cattle  during  i960  and  seven  carcases  were 
submitted  to  refrigeration.  Is  in  previous  years  the  history  of  each  animal 
affected  is  investigated  and  the  former  concerned  is  notified. 

2.  SL4U  G-HT52H0U  SE  S 

In  addition  to  inspecting  meat  in  slaughterhouses,  your  Inspectors  have 
to  see  that  the  animals  are  treated  humanely  and  that  proper  standards  of  hygiene 
are  maintained.  The  principal  legislation  covering  both  of  these  matters  is 
the  Slaughter  of  -uiimals  (Prevention  of  Cruelty)  Regulations,  1938,  the 
Slaughterhouses  (Hygiene)  Regulations  1938  and  the  Slaughterhouses  (Hygiene) 
(Amendment)  Regulations  1966  which  came  into  force  during  the  year. 

Fifty-two  contraventions  of  these  Regulations  were  dealt  with  by  informal 
action*  , 

Slaughter  of  Animals  Act  1958 

There  were  twenty -two  licensed  slaughtermen  on  the  register  at  the  end 
of  the  year,  this  being  a  decrease  of  three  on  the  previous  year. 

3.  UNSOUND  FOOD  SURRENDERED  OR  C0IUDIM1ED 

In  the  course  of  their  general  food  inspection  duties  over  two  tons 
of  unsound  food  were  surrendered  or  condemned.  The  details  are  as  follows:-

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4.  ICE-CREAM 


There  are  five  ice-cream  manufacturers  and  one  hundred  and  twenty  premises 
retailing  ice-cream  in  the  district.  Samples  of  soft  and  hard  ice  cream  are 
collected  and  submitted  to  the  Public  Health  Laboratory,  R.C.I.  Truro  for  the 
Methylene -Blue  Reduction  Test  in  accordance  with  the  Ministry's  Testing  and 
advisory  Scheme. 

A  total  of  fifty-five  samples  were  collected  during  the  year  and  where 
unsatisfactory  results  were  obtained,  the  premises  were  revisited  and  advice 
given  as  to  sterilisation  of  servers  etc. ,  and  in  each  case  further  samples 
have  proved  satisfactory 

5’  POOD  I1TG-IENE 

Most  of  the  work  carried  out  by  the  Public  Health  Inspectors  in  promoting 
satisfactory  standards  of  cleanliness  in  food  premises  is  of  an  advisory  nature 
and  persuasion  is  widely  used  to  remedy  unsatisfactory  conditions. 

Detailed  inspections  have  continued  dufcing  the  year  and  sevon  hundred  and 
fifty  visits  were_.,p4id  to  the  various  food  premises  in  the  district. 

Details  of  premises  subject  to  the  Pood  Hygiene  (General)  Regulations  I960 
are  grouped  under  their  various  heads  and  set  out  in  Table  III  at  the  end  of 
this  report. 

6.  MUjK  SUPPLIES  -  Brucellosis 

During  the  year  fifty  three  samples  of  fresh  cream  and  four  samples  of 
synthetic  cream  were  collected  and  submitted  to  the  Public  Health  Laboratory 
Service,  R.C.  I.  ,  Truro  for  examination* 

In  all  cases  Brucella  Abortus  was  not  isolated, 

7.  (AlRoVANS  HID  CAMPING  SITES 

During  the  year  consideration  was  given  to  the  provision  by  the 
Council  of  a  residential  caravan  site  but  in  view  of  the  problems  envisaged 
it  was  decided  not  to  entertain  the  idea. 

Twenty  eight  licences  in  respect  of  two  holiday  and  sixty  two  residential 
caravans  were  granted  during  the  year.  These  were  in  addition  to  the  forty 
licences  granted  in  respect  of  one  hundred  and  fifty  three  residential  and 
nine  hundred  and  forty  eight  holiday  caravans  during  the  previous  years  and 
which  were  valid  throughout  i960. 

Gypsies 

In  June  1966  the  Ministry  of  Housing  and  Local  Government  issued 
Circular  25/ 66  relating  to  gypsies  and  as  requested  a  survey  was  carried  out 
when  it  was  found  that  there  was  no  gypsy  problem  in  the  area.  In  view  of 
this  information  the  Council  decided  that  no  action  was  necessary  either  to 
house  gypsy  families  or  to  provide  a  properly  equipped  caravan  site  as 
suggested  in  the  circular.  There  are  two  licensed  caravan  sites  within  the 
area  which  make  provision  for  gypsy  and  other  travellers. 
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8o  OFFICES 3  SHOPS  iiND  RAILWAY  PREMISE 3  ACT  19  63 

General  inspections  of  premises  continued  during  the  year  although* 
as  reported  to  the  Council  in  October,  progress  was  not  maintained  owing 
to  shortage  of  staff  and  other  commitments. 

Details  of  the  number  of  premises  registered  up  to  the  end  of  19 66 
together  with  the  number  of  persons  employed  in  each  particular  class  are 
set  out  in  Table  IV. 

accidents 

Eight  accidents,  which  had  been  reported  on  Form  0.S.R.2  were 
investigated  and  in  two  cases  informal  advice  was  given  to  prevent  a 
recurrence  but  in  the  other  cases  no  action  was  necessary, 

9.  PREVENTION  OF  DAMACT1  W  PESTS  ACT  1949 

The  Council's  Rodent  Operator  was  fully  engaged  throughout  the  year 
dealing  mainly  with  the  extermination  of  rats  and  mice. 

During  the  year  three  hundred  and  fifty  five  properties  were  inspected 
and  three  hundred  and  fifteen  were  found  to  be  infested  and  treated 
successfully*  Further  details  are  set  out  in  Table  V, 

The  public  sewers  were  test-baited  in  accordance  with  the  Ministry '  s 
technique  during  May  and  October  and  treatments  carried  out  where  necessary* 

10.  WATER  SUPPLIES 

Of  the  four  hundred  and  twenty  seven  samples  of  water  collected  from 
the  main  supplies,  thirty  six  were  found  to  be  unsatisfactory  and  of  the 
thirty  seven  samples  collected  frm  private  supplies  fourteen  were 
unsatisfactory. 

With  private  supplies  the  cause  of  contamination  is  investigated  and 
the  necessary  steps  taken  to  ensure  a  wholesome  supply  of  water  -  in  the 
meantime  the  consumers  are  advised  to  boil  the  water  before  using  it  for 
drinking  and  domestic  purposes* 

11.  THE  SCRAP  METAL  DEALERS  ACT  19  6j 


During  i960  there  were  three  applications  for  registration  as  dealers 
bringing  the  total  number  of  registered  dealers  in  the  urban  area  to  twelve.

Two  applications  for  licences  were  received  and  in  each  case  the 
licence  was  granted. 
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13 o  HOUSING 


One  of  the  most  important  duties  of  the  Public  Health  Inspector 
is  to  ensure  that  houses  are  fit  for  habitation  and  inspections,  both 
routine  and  on  complaint,  are  regularly  carried  out  under  the  provisions 
of  the  Public  Health  and  Housing  Acts. 

Details  of  action  taken  in  respect  of  individual  houses  found  to 
be  unfit  for  human  habitation  and  incapable  of  being  rendered  fit  at  a 
reasonable  expense  are  set  out  in  Table  VI  while  details  of  action  toJcen 
to  secure  the  abatement  of  nuisances  are  set  out  in  Table  VII, 

a.  Slum  Clearance 

The  Council’s  programme  of  dealing  with  unfit  houses  has  continued 
during  the  year  and  although  no  Clearance  Orders  were  declared,  six 
Demolition  and  ten  Closing  Orders  were  made,  two  undertakings  not  to 
re-let  and  one  undertaking  to  make  fit  were  accepted  by  the  Council. 

Twenty  eight  houses  were  demolished  in  1966,  thirteen  being  subject 
to  Demolition  Orders,  two  subject  to  Closing  Orders,  two  subject  to 
undertakings  not  to  re-let  and  eleven  in  previously  oonfinmed  Clearance 
Orders. 


During  the  year  fifty  eight  persons  comprising  nineteen  families 
living  in  unfit  houses  were  re-housed  by  the  Council  -  of  the  dwellings 
allocated  wer®  .let  to  slum  clearance  tenants. 

b,  Re-Housing 

There  is  still  a  shortage  of  housing  accommodation  and  the  number 
of  families  requiring  Council  houses  showed  little  change  from  the  previous 
year  when  five  hundred  and  fifteen  names  were  obtained  as  a  result  of  the 
review  of  the  Council  house  waiting  list. 

The  Ministry  of  Housing  and  Local  Government  agreed  the  Council’s 
progranme  of  building  100  houses  per  annum  and  details  of  house  construction 
in  the  area  dur  ing  1966  were  as  follows :- 

Dwellings  completed  ty  Council  59  with  40  under  construction  at  31. 12.  66 
Dwellings  completed  by  private  enterprise  288  with  255  under  construction 

at  31.12.66 

Progress  was  made  during  1966  on  negotiations  in  respect  of  the 
erection  of  a  12-storey  block  of  flats  at  Bridge  Boad,  St. Austell  while 
the  scheme  for  the  erection  of  one  hundred  and  twenty  nine  dwellings  at 
Biscovey  was  completed  during  the  year. 

Work  on  the  erection  of  the  Old  Peoples'  Bungalows  at  Biscovey,  Par 
and  Eastbourne  Hoad,  St, Austell  commenced  during  the  year  and  fourteen 
houses  at  Molinnis,  Bugle  were  in  course  of  construction. 
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c.  Improvement  G-rants 


Fifty  seven  applications  for  Discretionary  and  thirty  eight  for 
Standard  G-rants  were  received  during  the  year  and  fifty  one  and  thirty 
seven  respectively  were  approved. 

Improvements  in  respect  of  eighty  seven  applications  were  completed 
and  the  Council  contributed  £14, 669  towards  the  cost  of  the  work  involved,, 

The  scheme  for  the  conversion  of  a  bedroom  into  a  bathroom  together 
with  a  hot -water  system  in  twenty  two  Council  houses  at  Colenso  Place, 

St.  Austell  was  completed  during  the  year. 

d.  Certificates  of  Disrepair 

No  applications  for  Certificates  of  Disrepair  were  received  during 
the  year  1966, 

life  STAFF 

During  1966  the  staff  of  the  Public  Health  Department  consisted 
of  three  Public  Health  Inspectors  and  a  Cleri/ typist  although  a 
Trainee -Ins  pec  tor  is  on  the  establishment,. 

In  October  with  the  implementation  of  the  new  Meat  Inspection 
Regulations,  it  became  inpossible  to  carry  out  the  duties  in  posed  upon 
the  Department  and  application  was  made  to  the  Council  for  assistance  by 
substituting  a  qualified  Public  Health  Inspector  for  the  Trainee.  This 
application  was  deferred  pending  the  1967-68  estimates. 

15.  CONCLUSION 

I  would  like  to  take  this  opportunity  to  thank  the  Council  for 
their  support  during  the  year  and  to  Mr. Cross  and  other  members  of  the 
staff  for  their  co-operation. 

I  would  also  express  special  thanks  to  Dr. McGovern  for  his  help 
and  advice  at  all  tines  and  to  the  staff  of  the  Public  Health  Department 
for  their  loyalty  and  assistance  throughout  the  year.
